5,  Independence  ehall  be  allowed  to  part  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies 
while  other  necessary  areas  ehall  be  maintained  by  Japan,

8,.  Regarding  our  administrative  policy  in  the  occupied  areas,  we 
shall  not  oppress  the  lives  of  the  people;  and  shall  adopt,  as  far  as  possible 
a  non- interference  policy  towards  the  internal  affairs,  thereby  shall  earn 
the  hearts  of  the  people *  (
